EFFECTS OP THE THAW. 


DAXvn.t.K, III,, Dec. 31.—The only se- 


rious results of Hie Hoods lit and about this 
city is the injury to the Chicago & Eastern 
Kuilroad brklgu over Stony Creole and tl:e 
Hooding of Mine No. 4 of the Ellsworth 
Coal Company. 
The railroad bridge, a 


temporary structure, sank about four feet 
Monday uioniiu;, and a gang of work- 
men 1mvc been engaged upon it since. 
The bridge will probably be ready 
for 


use to-day about noon. Ellsworth shaft 
No. 4 sprang if leak, and now the contents 
of a large pond are discharging into it 
about forty feet below the surface of the 
ground. No. 4 communicates with mine 
No. 2, and the latter is partly flooded. 
Diamond 
shaft, 
also 
operated 
by 


the Ellsworth Company, was 
partial- 


ly flooded yesterday 
from the back- 


water of the north fork of the Yermillion 
River, which is very high. About two hun- 
dred miners have been driven out, but 
about seventy of them are given employ- 
ment in an effort to drain Nos. 4 and 2. 
Superintendent Daniel says that the mines 
will be in operation again in three or four 
days. The damage can not be estimated. 
It "-is feared that if the rain continues 
mine No. 4 may cave extensively, entailing 
very heavy loss. Trains on all the rail- 
roads are running with usual regularity. 
The mines at Grape Creek are not experi- 
encing any trouble from the flood. There 
has been no damage to residences on ac- 
count of die elevated site of the city, al- 
though several families living in the bottom 
of Stony Creek moved .out o£ their homes as 
a measure of safety.
